4 iDinke molt ( if not all )) of you are 
engaved inmy ſervice, either in a Civile 
or a Maitiall way ; To you tht bave 
cvarge in mye Armyes , I recommend the 
dilipent attendance on your Commands, 
that jo by yoir gooa example and diſc:- 
pline , yor ſuppreſſe that licence and dij- 
oraer, woichwill diſcredit , and may dc- 
ſrropthe beſt canſe. 
e/lnd to you who are engaged in 18 
C mile fires, 4 mujt recommend beſe 
fox patticnars; That you expedit: thoſe 
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ſupplies of Moneyes , which by your ad- 
vice 1 haveſent for, whether by ſubſcrip- 
tion, or Exciſe, remembring that Moneys 
are the Nerves of Warre. 

L ihewiſe that you uſe your beſt dili- 
oznce for the Preſſmg of Mena , and en- 
couragen.ent of Volunteers , by (hewing 
them , that now the ouly way to preſerve 
themſelves from ſlavery, and their Coun- 
irey from Kine, ts freely to cugage tveir 
perſons. 

Butchiefely , and with al poſſible care 
to informe all my Subjetts of the b irvart- 
tieand odiouſneſſe ofthis {R ebcllion, how 
ſollicitons I bave bin for Peace, and how 
inſolently, and ſcornfully rejeFed;afſv ing 
then, that my « Armes are ravſec! and k'Þt 
only for the defence of th:ir Religion, 
Lawes and iberties, which 6:17 04150 
ſecured and vindicated , Thrall no 
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I. 4) 
cheerfully lay them downe,T having (God 
knowes) with much umvillingneſſe taken 
them up. 

Liftly, aſſure them that theſe extra- 
ordinary wayes which necesſitiebath pro- 
duced ( and moſt ofthem not without your 
conſent or advice ) for my ſupply , ſhall 
not bereafter be brought in example to 
their prejudice , and I ſhall in the meane 
time do my beſt toprevent, and puniſh all 
exorbitances and diſorders. 

T oconclude( MyLords and Gen- 
tlemen ) I doe now againe ( yet never e- 
nough ) thanke you. for your great and 
unanimous expresſ.ons of your affetions 
to me , which hatblaid an unexpreſſible 
Obligation upon me ; aud be aſſured that 
there is no profesſion which f bave made 
for the defence, and maintenance of our 
Religion, Lawes, and Liberties, which - 
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will not inviolably obſerve. 

Now God who hath bleſſed this mee- 
ting with an unexpeited unanimitie, 
( which T efteeme as one not of bis leaſt 
bleſſings ) will, I bope bring us allſafe to- 
gether againe the eigth day of Oftober 
next. Inthe meanetime I ball be ready 
zorecetve anything from your Committees 


that ſhall be deſered. 
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
